Study  abroad  prograins  aiwa/s  sound  so  adventurous  and  exciting,  but  they  are 
expensive,  and  what  about  culture  shock?  Westminster  managed  to  combine  the  best  of 
both  worlds  with  a  new  program,  Westminster  at  Oxford,  that  debuted  in  the  fall.  The 
program  allowed  for  students  to  pay  the  same  tuition,  see  familiar  faces,  and  even  learn 
from  some  of  our  own  professors,  all  the  while  studying  at  Pembroke  College,  part  of 
England's  Oxford  University. 

It  is  no  wonder  why  thirty  of  the  college's  students  chose  to  take  part  in  this 
program  pioneered  by  Dr  James  Perkins  and  Dr  David  Goldberg,  which  allowed  the 
students  to  ease  into  the  British  culture  by  living  with  host  families  and  maintain  their 
Westminster  connections  in  the  classroom.  The  courses  highlighted  the  professors'  areas 
of  expertise  (English  and  philosophy  respectively),  but  also  included  the  course  "Britain  in 
the  20th  Century"  taught  by  one  of  Oxford's  own. 

Junior  Laura  Swanson  summed  up  her  experience:  "I  can  only  hope  to  have  more 
adventures  that  compare  to  the  trip  that  tried  my  patience,  my  hygienic  standards,  and 
my  stamina."  The  weekend  trips  to  London,  York,  and  Bath  as  well  as  a  fourteen-day  fall 
break  certainly  tested  the  students'  stamina,  as  some  ventured  as  far  as  Paris  and  Rome. 
Dn  Perkins  described  the  effect  of  the  program:  "The  students  took  full  advantage  of  the 
opportunity.  They  came  back  quite  different  people  than  they  were  when  we  flew  out  of 
Pittsburgh."  With  its  new  program  at  Oxford,  Westminster  gave  students  the  comforts 
of  home  with  experiences  they  could  only  find  across  the  ocean  from  Mother  Fair.

Charles  Burke, 
Westminster  College  trustee  emeritus,  received  an  honorary  doctorate  in  public  service 
and  gave  his  "Words  of  Wisdom"  to  the  students.  "I  wish  for  you  all,  particularly  you 
graduates,  that  you  look  well  upon  each  day  by  making  best  use  of  the  wonders  you  have 
been  given  so  that  you  have  many,  many  dreams  of  happiness  and  many,  many  visions  of 
hope,"  Burke  stated  during  his  speech.  Also  during  the  ceremony,  English  professor  Dn 
James  Perkins  was  recognized  with  The  Distinguished  Faculty  Award,  and  mathematics 
professor  Dn  James  Hall  was  awarded  emeritus  status. 

Finally  the  Class  of  2006  had  its  turn  as  Nawal  Rajeh  delivered  her  speech  as  the 
elected  senior  speaker.  As  her  last  act  as  an  undergraduate,  Stephanie  Nicholson  sang 
the  alma  mater,  and  then  the  students  did  the  one  thing  they  had  waited  four  years  to  do. 
For  the  152""^  time  in  the  college's  history,  the  Class  of  2006  walked  across  the  senior 
terrace  and  officially  ended  their  Westminster  years.

-  3  and  5  woods  -  are  fairway  woods  and  are  used  for  distance;  i.e.  -  long  shots  that  are  hit  in  the 
fairway  and  the  rough. 

■  3,4,5,6  irons  -  are  also  used  in  the  fairway  and  the  rough  and  are  distance  to  mid-distance  clubs  (a  golf  ball 
hit  with  a  wood  generally  travels  farther  than  a  ball  hit  with  an  iron) 

■  7,8,9  irons  -  are  shorter  distance  irons  and  are  used  to  hit  the  ball  onto  the  putting  green  when  you 
are  closer  to  the  green 

-  Wedge  -  sometimes  called  a  pitching  wedge  is  used  when  you  are  very  close  to  the  green.  This  club,  if 
hit  correctly,  lofts  the  ball  high  in  the  air  and  drops  it  on  the  green  -  hopefully  close  to  the  pin/hole. 

-  Sand  wedge  -  is  the  club  you  use  when  you  are  hitting  the  golf  ball  out  of  the  sand  bunker.  It  also  lofts 
the  ball  high  in  the  air  allowing  the  ball  to  clear  the  sand  hazard  and  land  on  the  green. 

■  Putter  -  is  the  only  club  you  are  allowed  to  use  on  the  putting  green  and  this  club  allows  you  to  putt  the  ball 
into  the  hole.
